Mr. Harry Scott, at one time finan- 
cial editor he Toronto Globe staff, 
end now Canadian Commissioner in 
New York, many friends in To- 
tonto. On one occasion, while he was 
ca The Globe staff, occasion arose for 
editorial comment on the financial sit 
uation in the United States. In the 
nature of things, one should expect 
that Mr. Scott would have been as- 
signed the job. But Mr. 8. T. Woot 
received the instructions to write the 
atticles instead 

Mr. Scott, being only human, felt 
some chagrin at this event, which be 
came an impatience when Mr. Wood, 
in his leisurely fashion, strolled down 
to the financial editor's den every 
afternoon to seek enlightenment on 
his task and get the latest news from 
American centres. He habitually, and 
to the other’s distaste, spread his huge 
limbs upon half the surface of the 
financial desk, genially disposed t» 
launch into side issues. After several 
repetitions of the visit, Mr. Scott de 
termined upon reorisals in self-de- 
fence, and the sight of the mucilage 
pet sugyestel their mischievous na- 
ture. One day, at the approach of the 
fatal hour, therefore, he seized his 
brush and with swift, remorseless 
strokes smeared that portion of his 
desk upon which the editorial inter 
loper was wont to side-seat himself. 

Mr. Wood arrived, and the plot 
deepened. 

He walked in, was attracted momen- 
tarily to the window, and, all uncon- 
scious of what he was expected to do 
—ranged himeelf along the—radiator!

His guilty host, however, refused to 
be frustrated in his design. Scott be- 
gan manoeuvres to dislodge him and 
lead him into the snare. He entered 
with heat into the controversy, for 
Mr. Wood has the faculty of putting 
one’s opinions into pillory.

ly forgot, in the moment, the desk, 
and, presently seeking a base whence 
he might rear a fresh argument sat 
down on the spot so carefully prepar- 
ed for the undoing of another.

to Canada at an early age. He was 
educated at the Ottawa  Gramuinar 
School, at St. Paul's School, Concord, 


N.H., and at Harvard University, 
where he took his degree of B.A. in 
i378 


He has long been active in the life 
of the city of Ottawa. He was vice- 
president of the Canada Atlantic Rai- 
way; a director of the Bank of Ot 
tawa; has been president of the h:- 
deau Club; is an enthusiastic golfer 
and has been president of the Ottawa 
Golf Club; and was chairman of the 
relief committee which administered 
the funds tor the relief of the sufferers 
by the great fire in Ottawa and Hull 
in 1900. His first essay at political 
honors was in 1900 when he contested 
Russell County against Mr. W. ©. ba 
wards, but was defeated. His next 
attempt was at Argenteuil at a bye- 
election in 1902 upon the death of tne 
late Dr. Christie, but there again he 
was defeated by 191 majority, but he 
had better luck in 1904 when he won 
out by 176 and was re-elected at the 
last general election.

NOVA SCOTIA’S AWAKENING 


Maritim 


e Province Is Again Coming 
Into Her Own. 


Is it not possible that a country re- 
garded with a slightly contemptuous 
pity by reason of its inactivity may 
be all the while merely strengthening 
its fibres for future action? 

Such at all events has been the ex- 
perience ot Nova Scotia. Previous to 
confederation no province of Canada 
exhibited a greater commercial activ- 
ity. From her great shipbuilding 
yards staunch vessels slipped into 
the water by the hundred and sailed 
away with the fruits of her industry 
to distant marts and returned as 
heavily laden. Small shopkeepers 
grew into prosperous merchants, pros- 
perous merchants developed into mer- 
chant princes. Work and money were 
plentitul, and the flag of prosperity 
flew high. 

The flag of prosperity descended 
with the hoisting of the Canadian 
National ensign in Nova Scotia. Con- 
federation, that splendid achievement 
in the making of Canadian destiny, 
wrought havoe with the Nova Scotian 
shipping trade by strangling the ar- 
teries of traflie with iron tariff bonds. 
The shipbuilding industry in Nova 
Scotia ted largely on foreign trade, 
and the sudden check placed on that 
trade killed the principal industry by 
a slow starvation. Isolated by her 
aphical position from the rest of 
Canada, cut off by artificial barriers 
from the outside world, the province 
was forced to rest content with a lim- 
ited internal commerce. Yielding to 
the force of circumstances she rested 
from her labors, and so far as the 
outside world was concerned Nova 
Scotia slumbered. 

It was a natural sleep, however, and 
not the coma that precedes death. 
The years of sleep were not wasted 
years. Slowly, but steadily, the pro- 
vince built up new tissue. strengthen- 
ed its tendons and gathered fresh en- 


ergy into its nerves for future en 
deavors. The public school system 
Was ueveloped and improved; in- 
creased facilities were provided for 


the encouragement of exact scholar- 
ship; and as a result Nova Scotia has 
given to the world perhaps more col- 
lege professors and principals than 
any other province in Canada. The 
period of so-called slumber ripened 
the country and prepared it thor- 
oughly for the present industrial ad- 
Valicement,

ELEVATORS FOR 
THE FARMER 


FARMERS STRONG FOR GOVERN. 
MENT OWNERSHIP 


The Elevator Commissions Concludes 
Sittings at Regina—Resolution Sub- 
initted Asking the Commission to 
Provide a System of Grain Hand- 
ling to Insure Grain Reaching Ulti- 
mate Market in Good Condition. 


Regina, Sa-k.—The elevator commis. 
sion concluded their sittings in Regina 
and will proceed noth this week to 
hold sittings as aiready announved 
The principal witnesses at the final 
session here was T. Coulin, represent. 
ing the Newbury Grain Grower's as- 
sociation. Mr. Coulin” presented a 
resolution from that organization em- 
bodying their views generaliy on the 
elevator question. ‘the resolution ask- 
ed the commission to provide a system 
of grain handling that would insure 
grain reaching its ultimate market in 
the same or better condition than 
when delivered by the farmers. They 
did not believe that any system where. 
by farmers would supply 25 per cent 
of the cost would be a success. They 
considered the elevator commission 
would have no difficulty in making a 
government system of elevators pay 
as the loyalty of farmers to their own 
institutions had been proved. A 
clause should be inserted, however, in 
the act taxing tuose farmers who tock 
their wheat to private instead of gov- 
ernment elevators. 

Mr. Coulin, in explanation of the 
resolution and in answer to questions, 
suid he did not think that the co-op- 
eration system would be a success as 
it would only benefit nearby farmers 
He believed the farmers would be 
willing for the government to keep 
screenings. 

A. Hamilton, of Indian Head, pre- 
sented to the commission «a plan for 
a $3,000 elevator with a capacity of 
about 12,000 bushels, containing eight 
bins. Such an elevator, he thought, 
might be built and used by eight 
farmers. 

Hudson Bay Survey 

Ottawa.—The Canadian government 
steamer Stanley will start this week 
for Hudson Bay with two parties to 
take hydrographic surveys at Port 
WNele 3 and Fort Churchill. The re- 

of these surveyors will determine 
the deep water terminus of the Hud. 
son Bay railroad, the first contract of 
which will shortly be let by the Cana- 
dian government. 

W. J. Stewart, head of the Canadian 
Hydrographic Survey, will have 
charge of the work, which will be di- 
vided between two parties, one under 
H. B. Pari eau and the otver under 
A. A, Bachand, One party is to be 
assigned to Churchill and tue other to 
Nelson. As the approach to Nelson 
will have to be chartered for ten or 
fifteen miles out owing to the presence 
of sand bars, a schooner has been se- 
cured at Haiifax and will a onee be 
sent in for use at this point. 

Work at Churchill does not extend 
so far from shore, and the party at 
this point will make it base of opera. 
tions on land and work from small 
boats and launches. 

It is expected that the surveys will 
he complete] this summer. The work 
of charting the Hudson Bay and Hud- 
son Straits will be unde:taken later 
A special steamer will have to be se- 
sured for this. 

Russia Fears German Forces 

St. Petersburg.—Many runors are in 
circulation respecting the situation in 
Poland. Everyone in this city is start. 
led by the hurry with which $4,000,000 
has been voted by the duma to build 
barracks in that country. It is ob- 
served also that great haste is being 
shown in making the Finish railway 
system correspond with that in Rus- 
sia, Which is wide gauge, so that trains 
from this country can go straight into 
Finland without change. 

The Russian government knows 
well, it is said, that no armed rising is 
to be feared in Finland, and that the 
worst to be expected is possive re- 
sistance. Hence there ate various 
conjectures respecting these warlike 
ateps. 

Many are convinced that Finland is 
being fortified thus and turned into 
a military camp because the govern- 
ment fears a German inva io. 

As Russia is without a fleet, say the 
alarmists, the nation is at Germany's 
mercy, and not only must fortify the 
Finnish coast, but in the future must 
have an outlet to the Atlantic. 

Germany's anti-Russian — interfer. 
ences in Persia are cited as one of the 
reasons for the government adopting 
the new policy with which it is ecred- 
ited. 


Suing the C.P.R. for Delaying Funeral 

Wetaskiwin.—Beeause the Canadian 
Pacitic railway, through a blunder on 
the part of some of their trainmen, 
fuiled to deliver the body of J. H 
Miner, from Revelstoke to Bawlf, 
Alta., in time for the funeral to be 
held at the hour set, thereby causing 
painful inconvenience to tie b reaved 
parents, and because, when the body 
was delivered 24 hours late, it was in 
a badly decomposed state, Mrs. V 
Miner is suing the railway company 
in the Wetaskiwin courts, for $5,000 
in one of the most unique actions ever 
brought to a Canadian court.

| NEW GROUPING OF POWERS 


Plot to Smash British-French-Russian 
Entente — Chancellories are 
Watching New King 


Vienna.—The death of King Edward 
‘VIL. is bringing changes in Buropean 
polities which it is feared may resuit 
in serious international complications 
The radically new grouping of the 
powers and the = intrigucs on the 
Cretan question clearly iauicate what 
is going on. 

Germany and Austria, which have 
always carefully refrained from tak- 
ing an open part in the delicate con- 
troversy between Turkey and Greece 
concerning the sovereignty over Crete, 
are believed here to be bent on dis- 
rupting the harmony of the four pro- 
tective powers, England, France, Rus- 
sia and Italy. Influential Vienna and 
Budapest newspapers ciosely connec. 
ted with the foreign orfice are indulging 
in violent articles urging Turkey in 
plain language to make war on Greece 
and smash it, thereby destroying the 
unity of these four powers and ulti- 
mately getting rid of their troublesome 
supervision and control. 

Zehind all this, however, there is a 
deeper plot to destroy the Anglo- 
French-Russian entente. Intrigues 
with this end in view have been 
steadily pursued in Austria and Ger- 
many during the past two years, and 
special efforts are now going on to 
sow distrust by suggestions that Eng. 
land’s Cretan policy is dictated by 
the hope of acquiring a naval station 
in Suda bay. 

Hence whi'e the momentary danger 
of a Tureo-Greek war seems. slight, 
the European situation is delicate, 
and developments are awaited with 
the greatest anxiety. The continent- 
al cabinets are watching the British 
foreign policy with the utmost keen- 
ness to obtain some clue as to the po- 
litical sagacity of the new monarch. 


| Victoria, B. C.—‘Naval and militia. 
men in England generally approve toe 
action of the Canadian goveinment in 
undertaking to establish a navy of 
their own,’ said Commodore C, J 
Eyr in a recent interview. Commo. 
dore Eyres is here with his family on 
his way to assume command of the 
China station. 

Continuing, he said: “If it was a 
matter of getting the best results with- 
in a set period it might have been bet- 
ter to have handed over a lump sum 
for expenditure in the old country, 
where naval problems have been stud- 
ied for generations, but that is not 
considered in the old land the best 
way to work out the salvation of the 
empire, After all, the making of a 
navy does not depend upon the num. 
ber of ships built, but upon the im- 
perial spirit of the people. To develop 
this spirit Canada has adopted the 
best means and naval experts in Eng- 
land are agreed that it would be better 
for her if all the dominions had de- 
cided not only to build the’r ships, 
but to have control of them after they 
are bult. This is simply an exnres- 
sion of what I know to be the opinion 
of a majority of the navdl and mili- 
tary men with whom I have come in 
contact.” 


Scott’s Antarctic Dash Begins 

London.—England’s dash for the 
south pole began in earnest when the 
Terra Nova, the ship that is to carry 
the Scott expedition into the Antare- 
tic, sailed for New Zealand, Captain 
Scott will leave on a liner to join the 
boat in New Zealand. 

Thousands crowded the pier at Car. 
diff and cheered the ship as the sail- 
ors worked lustily at the ropes that 
released her for what may b> toe mo t 
memorable voyage ever undertaken by 
British s-amen, All the officials of 
the city were present and hundreds <f 
women eame to bid the ves-el God- 
speed. There was teerful leave-taking 
of families, but all the men seemed 
anxious to get away, as thy worked 
with a vim that betokened success. 
The stay at New Zealand will be sort 

Just before the ship left Capt. Scott 
said: 

“The result of all the anxiety and 
hard work of the past months has 
been to get together men and equip- 
ment such as have never been excelled 
in any past expedition. I cannot tell 
you how satisfactory it is to see the 
Terra Nova off. 

“T have tried to make this expedition 
an empire expedition. We have not 
left out Canada, for Mr. Wright, at my 
side, is a native of Toronto. We have 
others from Australie, and others from 
New Zealand. I think we have col- 
lected a very representative gathering 
of the men of our race.”” 


Limiting Armaments 

London.—The movement in America 
towards the preservation of the peace 
of the world, and the limitation of 
armaments, to which James Bryce, 
the British ambassador at Washing- 
ton, has specially drawn the attention 
of the British government, formed the 
subject of a question to Sir Edward 
Grey in the house of commons re- 
cently, 

“T need not say,” replied the foreign 
secretary, “that the government will 
follow the discussions with interest, 
but until we know what effect will be 
given to them by the house of repre- 
sentatives and the senate of the 
United States, it would be premature 
to take steps towards a realization of 
the project.”

ARE APPROVE 


PINE PASS RAILWAY PLANS ARE 
APPROVED 


Other Roads Occupy Sufficient Diverg- 
ent Territory to Permit of Route fo: 
Pine Pass Railway, and are Com- 
pelled to Give Right-of-Way—G. T. 
P. and C. P. R. Branch Lines in 
Alberta are Also Approved. 


Ottawa.—Hon. Geo. P. Graham has 
approved the route map of the Pine 
Pass railway company from a point 
where its line from Edmonton wester- 
ly crosses the Athabasca river to Fort 
George in British Columbia. 

From the same point the C.N.R. 
had its route approved to Dunvegan, 
From Edmonton to the Athabasca 
river the G.T.P., under another char. 
ter, had a route map approved, and 
westerly from that crossing to con- 
nect with its main line in British Co- 
jumbia, 

Westerly from the crossing of the 
Athabasca river the Pine Pass rail- 
way, Grand Trunk Pacifie railway and 
Canadian Northern railway oecupy 
sufficient divergent te.r.tory to have 
readily permuitied the minister of rail- 
ways to grant the approvals above 
mentioned. 

By a special provision in the Pine 
Pass charter, and a similar special 
provision in the charter controlled by 
the G. T. P., either of these roads is 
compelled to allow the other right of 
way where it is not possible to have 
two. This applies on the proposed 
routes of these two roads from Ed- 
monton westerly to the Athabasca 
river, but as the G.T.P. has a sub- 
sidy for 110 miles the Pine Pass peo- 
ple will urge that this distance be 
built this year or that the subsidy 
be transferred to the Pine Pass rail- 
way company at the next session. In 
the meantime the two companies will 
hegotiate. 

The Grand Trunk Pacifie branch 
line from the main line down to Pem. 
bina on the Little Pembina river was 
approved, as were also the following 
lines of the Canadian Pacific: Sedge- 
wick, Ellersdale branch, Weyburn- 
Lethbridge line; Canadian Northern 
revision of the Maryland-Lethbridge 
extension and the revision of the Ca- 
nadian Northern main line west of 
Edmonton, 


Fierce Forest Fire in the Far North 

Athabasca Landing.—A fierce forest 
fire swept the district in the vicinity 
of the junction of the Le ser Slave 
river and the Athabasca recently, de- 
stroying thousands of dollars’ worth of 
stunding timber, hay and settler’s 
buildings. The fbre started on the 
south side of the Athabasca river, and 
driven by a terrific gale, jumped the 
river, which is fully a quarter of a 
mile wide, and continued no) thward 
licking up every stick of timber in its 
path. Settlers on the north side of 
the river confidently expected that the 
fire would burn itself out at the river, 
and as a matter of fact it succeeded 
in jumping the river only at one point 
This was at Mirror Landing, seventy 
miles up the Athabasca river from 
here, at the mouth of the Little Slave 
river. It is there that the new gov- 
ernment telegraph station. on the line 
bing constructed from Edmonton. to 
Peace River crossing by way of Atha. 
basea Landing and Grouard, which is 
at the west end of Lesser Slave Lake, 
is located. Mirror Lending is also the 
farthest up-river point to which the 
Northland Sun, of the Northern Navi. 
gation Company’s line, proceeds, and 
the company has a lerge warehouse 
there. The government telegraph sta- 
tion was destroyed, but bv a strange 
and remarkable freak of the fire, the 
warehouse of the steamship company 
escaped entirely 

C.N.R. Is Bound to Get Through 

Calgary.—‘All our work is tied up 
this side of the Red Deer river,’’ said 
Mr. Macleod, general manager of the 
Canadian Northern railway. when in- 
terviewed as to the effect that the in- 
junction recently obtained by the © 
P. R. company would have on the 
operations of the C. N. R. 

“We hope, however,’ he continued, 
“to have it dissolved when it comes up 
for argument before the court in Cal- 
gary this week, so that work can be 
pushed ahead. We had no trouble 
until we started grading on this side 
of the Red Deer, and for forty miles 
the C. N. R. survey is up the valley 
of the Rosebud river, and the wor 
does not in any way interfere with the 
C. P. R. irrigation projects. We are 
willing to do everything possible so as 
not to damage any of the irrigation 
ditches. 

“The only reason that I can see for 
the issuing of the injunction is to de- 
lay the arrival of the C. N. R. into 
Calgary. It will, however, have a con- 
trary effect, if we get the injunction 
dissolved, as it will have a tendency 
to spur us on to greater exertions to 
get the read completed as early as pos- 
sible.” 


$2,000,000 Hotel for Winnipeg 

Winnipeg.—The Canadian Northern 
and Grand Trunk Pacifie railways will 
use the new Union depot here com- 
meneing on July 15. The — arrange- 
ments were made the other day when 
the contractors were instructed — to 
have the baggage, ticket and waiting 
rooms ready by that date. The Can- 
adian Northern will erect a two mil- 
lion dollar hotel in close proximity to 
the depot, and it is understood work 
on this structure will be sterted this 
vear. The Union depot itself will not 
be completed until Christmas, apart 
from the premises into which the rail- 
roads will move next month, 

Will Bridge Mission Pass 

Ottawa.—Tenders have been called 
by the department of railways for a 
bridge sveross the Saskatchewan river 
at the, Pass Mission. They must be 
in by July. It is probable that when 
Laurier and Graham complete their 
western tour early in Sertember, the 
minister of railways will visit the 
pass.

Earl Grey Says People in Canada 
Believe in Themselves and 
Their Future 


Cape Bristol —Immediately on land. 
ing Karl Grey was surrounded by eag- 
er reperters, but he.d his own again-t 
the fire of questions with frank, good 
humor and a subtle avoidance of con. 
troversal subects. He said he had a 
delightful voyage on a most comfort- 
able ship. The development of Can- 
ada is proceeding as hard as it can go, 
the maritime provinces being as good 
for immigration as tne northwest. 

“Prospects were never b.ighter,” 
the governor-general said. “Why don’t 
you come and see the country. You 
cannot under-tand it until you visit it, 
and when you have visited it once you 
won't be happy until you have seen 
it a dozen times.” 

Grey added that the Canadians were 
pleased with the present class of im- 
migrants. He was finally asked about 
the imperial spirit in Canada. 

“The imperial spirit is all right in 
Canada,” he answered, ‘‘why they are 
more imperial tian you are. I wish 
you would come to Toronto and see 
the Empire Day celebrated as I saw it, 
then you would know what I mean 
People in Canada believe in them- 
selves and in their future as part of 
the empire. 


Canadian Northern to Improve Line 

Winnipeg.—The Canadian Northern 
railway company will make extensive 
improvements on their main line be- 
tween Winnipeg and Edmonton this 
summer. The road will be thoroughly 
ballasted and relaid with cigity pound 
steel in place of the sixty pound riils 
now in use. There are twelve steam 
shovels now working in gravel pits 
west of Winnipeg, and three more will 
be put to work shortly. Heavier steel 
has been laid from Fort William to 
Winnipeg, and will now be continued 
westward with all possible speed. The 
improvements to the main line will 
permit of trains being run at much 
faster speed than possible under pres- 
ent conditions. 

The company has handled 33,000,000 
bushels of grain through Winnipeg 
since last harvest, They anticipate a 
still heavier traffic from this year’s 
crop and are making special arrange- 
ments to look after it 

It is expected thet at least a portion 
of the C. N. R. Calgarv Ine will be 
placed under operation this year, prob. 
ably before the grain begins to move 
next fall. 


Million and Half in Last Ten Years 

Ottawa.—According to statistics con- 
tained in a hand-book being issued by 
tlie unmigration department, immigra. 
tion to Canada during the last ten 
years totals 1,445,248, The fiscal year 
recently closed eclipsed all others in 
the voiume of immigration the ar- 
rivals numbering 20+,794. 

Of the grand total for the decade 
about 665,000 came from the British 
Isles 344,000 from the continent and 
497,000 from the United States. The 
Americans coming across the border 
are therefore within 68.000 of the total 
British immigration. Of the immigra- 
tion from the British Isles about 418,- 
000 came from England and Wales, 
108,987 from Scotland end 34,124 from 
Ireland, Japanese immigration in the 
past three years totalled 8,367. 

Since 1902 when the deportation reg. 
ulations became effective 3,883 people 
have been deported. 


Hand-Cuffed for Two Months 

Calgary.—After having eaten to- 
gether for two months, sleeping hand- 
cuffed together every nght for the 
same period, and in the daytime walk. 
ing in Indian file along the narrow 
trails of the Northern British Colum. 
bia and Alberta wills, a British Co- 
lumbian provineial constable and his 
piisoner reached this city recently on 
their way to Kamloops 

The prisoner is a man named Fravk 
Bigelow, who was sentenced to twenty. 
three months in the Kamloops jail 
for fur-stealing. The offence was 
committed at St. John, B. C., and 
for two months the officer and his 
prisoner have been tramping over the 
trails of Northern Alberta and British 
Columbia on their way to civilization 
and jail. In the daytime the constable 
kept his prisoner ahead of him, as 
Bigelow is an expert woodsman and 
trapper, and if he had once made his 
escape his recapture would have taken 
many months, with big chances of his 
never being caught by the authorities 
again. 


Cushing En Route to England 

Montreal.—Hon. W. H. Cushing 
who is respon-ible for the breaking up 
of the Rutherford cabinet in Alberta, 
is in the city. Mr, Cushing, accom. 
panied by Mrs, Cushing, is on his way 
to England for a holiday after his re- 
cent strenuous political labors. 

“T will make up my mind about re- 
entering politics on my return,” said 
Mr. Cushing. “I am out of polities 
for the present,” he added 

“Have you any fear of the Ameri- 
canization of the west?’ he was asked 

“No, none at all,’ was the reply 
“Americans soon become Canadians 
They have an American club in Cal- 
gary. They go into that when they 
first come over, but it soon dies out.”’ 


Work on National Transcontinental 

Ottawa.—Construction work on_ the 
National Transcontinent)] railway 
has made good progress in the past 
year, according to figures in the an- 
nual report for the fiscal vear ending 
March 31. To the end of December, 
312 miles of track were laid, and in the 
intervening period 199 mils. Sixty- 
three per cent. of the railway work is 
now finished and 45 per cent, of the 
bridging. 

The mileage of track totals 760 and 
of sidings 165 miles, a total of 365 
miles is graded. The expenditure is 

71,137,993, of which $53.°50,000 was 
spent in grading, $7,201 000 in rails, 
$8,237,038 engineering and expenses. 

In Search of Missionaries 

Toronto.—Revy. James Woodsworth, 
D.D., sunerintendent of missions in 
western Canada, was a caller at the 
Methodist foreign missionary — office 
He is on his way to England to secure 
young men to fill vacancies on the 
home mission fields in Manitoba, S»s- 
katchewan and Alberta, and stated 
that seventy men are required, This 
is the fifth time for him to #o to the 
old land for this purpose, Sixty men 
;were secured by him last year. 


RECORD TRIP OVER C.N. R. 


Special Train Travels from Edmonton 
to Winnipeg in 22 Hours and 
20 Minutes 


Winnipeg.--President William Mac- 
kenzie, of the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way company, arrived in the city re- 
cently, the journey from Edmonton 
being made in twenty-two hours and 
twenty minutes over the main line 
This is the fastest time ever made on 
this trip, and establishes a new record 
The average speed made included all 
stops. Mr. Mackenzie is quite elated 
over this remarkable journey, but 
stated that he hoped when the better. 
ments now in progre s have been com- 
pleted that the C. N. R. passenger 
trains will accomplish the run in the 
same time, 

Mr. Mackenzie is returning from 
Victoria, B. C., where he consum- 
mated the purchase of the Dunsmuir 
coal mines and took posscssion of the 
properties. 

Being asked when he expected to 
have the C. N. R. completed as a 
transcontinental line, Mr. Mackenzie 
replied that July 1, 1914, had ben 
fixed as the date of opening a tirough 
line from Montreal to the Pacific 
in, and he added that he had 
y confidence that his company 
would be able to carry out the pro- 
gramme to the letter. 


London.—Winston Churchill, who, 
since his elevat.on to the Home Secr:- 
taryship, has become more personally 
overbearing than ever has just receiv. 
ed one of the severest snubs from 
King George. 

His Majesty held a reception of the 
Cabinet Ministers at Marlborough 
House and discussed with them in- 
dividually the future of the political 
situation. After hearing Mr. Church. 
ill’s views the King proc eded to tell 
him exactly his opinion about the out- 
standing controversies. 

It is etiquette for Ministers to make 
statements of fact when appealed to 
by the sovereign and then listen with- 
out interruption to the King’s answer 
Churehill forgot himself and said: 

“I do not agree with your Majesty 
there,’ when the King was replying to 
a point made by Churchill. 

The King was dumfounded at the 
interruption, which was entirely with- 
out precedent, and grew unmistakably 
angry. 

“Leave my presence immediately,” 
he said, and Churchill, abashed and 
crestfallen, slunk dejectedly away 
The royal rebuke hag greatly affected 
Mr. Churchill, who since has ben 
seen creeping about the parliamenta y 
lobbies with rounded shoulders and 
head down like a prematurely aged 
man. 

It will be recal’ed that the mother 
of Winston Churehill, Mrs. George 
Cornwellis West, quarreled with King 
Edward over the political estate of 
her son, and that neither Edward nor 
George thereafter entertained friend- 
ly feelings for them, but George, as 
a constitutionel monareh, was obliged 
to meet Churehill as Minister, 

This occasion was the first opnor- 
tunity King George hal of administer. 
ing a rebuke 

Best Hostess in Europe 

Stockho!m.—The King of Sweden 
and his pretty daughter-in-'aw, who 
was Princess Margaret of Connaught, 
have been described with great truth 
as “perfect chums,’ and are almost 
inseparable when they are both at 
Stockholm. Every morning the two 
walk for at least an hour in the beau. 
tiful gardens of the royal palace, and 
His Majesty has been heard to declare 
that he often consults her upon state 
matters, 

With the Queen of Swed n in indif- 
ferent health, it has devolved upon the 
crown prineess to do a larver amount 
of entertaining than would otherwise 
heve been the case, and her father- 
in-law declares that she is the best 
hostess in Europe. Certainly she pre- 
sides over large gatherings with rare 
tact and distinction. 


Very Heavy Rain in Alberta 

Calgary.—The rain of Sunday night 
and Monday morning appears to have 
been general over the greater part of 
the province. In the south country 
there was a splendid soaking rain from 
Calgary to Seren: which was of 
great benefit to the growing crops.

DEPORTATION OF IMMIGRANTS 
CAUSES TROUBLE 


Thirteen Workers Engaged by Hoisery 
Firm at Paris, Ont., Were Sent 
Back by Immigration Orficers—They 
Had a Combined Capital of $33 and 
Required $287 to Get Through the 
Bars—Lord Strathcona Interviewed 


London.—The experiences at Quebec 
of thirteen immigrants engaged by a 
hosiely firm at Pari., Cnt., are caus- 
ing considerab.e comment and commo. 
tion here. ‘The men say they were d+ 
tained for a whole week at the immi- 
gration hospital, and although possess. 
ing considerable money, their letters 
and telegrams to the firm in question 
were not sent 

Finally, without any explanation, 
they were deported. The men also say 
that the Paris firm subsequently in- 
formed them that they had sent £60 to 
the immigration officers for their re- 
lease, but the money was returned 
with the intimation that the men were 
being “sent on One explanation is 
that the men were d rted because 
they came under the head of contract 
labor. Lord Strathcona, on being in- 
terviewed, doubted this, but said he 
had every confidence in the immigra- 
tion authoritics at Quebee 

Ottawa, Ont.—W. D. Scott, superin- 
tendent of immigration, when seen in 
respect to the Canadian Associated 
Press cable report that thirteen Eng- 
lish factory hands had been deported 
from Quebee because they were cone 
tract labor, said that these immigrants 
were sent back simply owing to the 
fact that they did not have in their 
pockets a sufficient sum of money to 
cover the requirement of the new rgu- 
lations. 

He explained that there is nothing 
to prevent peop’e coming from the 
old country to work under contract, 
the anti-contract clause cf the immi- 
gration law applying only to such 
countries as the United States which 
prevent citizens of the Dominion en- 
tering that country under contract 
The department officials are of the 
opinion that such hardship could be 
avoided if the steamship companies 
would see that intending immigrants 
have the necessary funds at their dis- 
posal before permitting them to ta 
passage for Canada 

In this case the thirteen intending 
immigrants hed only $33 between 
them, when it would have taken $287 
to qualify the party under the regu- 
lations, 


300 Drowned in Cloudburst 

Budapest.—Nearly 300 persons were 
killed and several villages annihilated 
by a cloudburst in Kasso Szoreny, a 
county of Hungar bordering on

Supreme Court Justice Stuart 
on Wednesday put an end to the 
deadlock caused by the injunction 
obtained by the C.P.R. more 
than a week ago to prevent the 
C.N.R. grading crews from 
crossing the C.P.R. land north of 
Strathmore, and construction can 
soon be resumed 

The court ordered the injunc- 
tion continued, but with leave to 
the defendants to apply on one 
day’s notice to dissolve the in- 
junction. The injunction will 
be dissolved if the defendants 
satisfy the court that they have 
served proper notice to expro- 
priate and have paid 50 per cent 


more than the amount of the 
value ot plaintiff's lands into 
court. The order dissolving the 


injunction will protect the plain- 
tift at all points of crossing the 
C.P.R. irrigation canals. The 
kind of structure to be used in 
crossing these canals will have 
to be determined by the railroad 
commission. In the meantime 
construction can proceed. The

; In the second phase of this present 
‘age, the mysteries of the kingdom 
set forth in the parable of the tares 
of the field, our Lord so plainly states

| His word can look for a kingdom 
during this age in which the wi v 
| God shail be done on earth as 
done in heaven. The expression “we 
end of the world” (verses 39, 40, 49; 
xxiv, 3; xxviii, 20) is literally ‘the 
end of the age’ or “the consummation 
jof the age’? and is translated by the 
latter phrase in the Rev. Ver. The 
fend of the planet on which we live 
jis nowhere foretold, but even Peter, 
jwho describes in strong language the 
[purification which will take place, 
says, “Nevertheless we, according to 
His promise, look for new heavens 
and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness."’ He also tells us that 
as the world in Noah’s day perished 
by water the present world is re- 
|served unto fire (II Pet. iii, 5-7, 13). 

|. In this parable the good seed is not 
\the word of God, but those in whom 
|the seed of the word has found good 
}soil_ and whom our Lord calls “the 
children of the kingdom.’ In I Cor 
\iii, 9, they are called ‘God's tillage.’’ 
In John xii, 24, our Lord taught that 
if we would bear fruit we must be 
,content to fall into the ground and 
die, It is for Him to say where we 
are to be planted, for the field is His, 
although at present occupied by an 
enemy. The sower of the good seed 
is the Son of Man; the other sower is 
the enemy, the devil, and he sows 
his own children, professedly religious 
people like Cain (John viii, 44; I Joby 
j1ii, 10-12), Outwardly they look like 
wheat and no doubt think that they 
are wheat, but the story of Cain shows 
where they stand and why he and 
Abel both came to worship God, but 
only Abel came in God's appointed 
way, revealed to Adam the way of 
sacrifice (Gen, iii, 21).

MONTREAL.—On May 22nd_ the 
8S. 8. “RAKAI” sailed from this port 
for Auckland, New Zealand, this being 
the first sailing of the recently sub- 
sidized C. P. R. line from Montreal to 
Australia and New Zealand 

Part of the ‘“‘Rakai’s’’ cargo consist- 
ed of 2 carloads of ‘2 in 1’’ Shoe Pol-
